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1 . A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/07/05 has been entered. Claims 1-24 are pending. 

2. The examiner finds no record of the 10/07/03 response referenced in the 
Advisory Action mailed 10/29/03. The examiner questions if the response with the 
Certificate of Transmission date of August 25, 2003, a copy of which accompanied the 
filing of the RCE, a copy of the response referenced in the Advisory Action? If not could 
Applicant please submit a copy of the response referenced in the Advisory Action, along 
with any evidence of submission, so as to complete the electronic record. 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. A method of use and 
manufacture is not claimed. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 8 the 
brief description of figure 4 references figure 4. It appears that it intended to reference 
figure 3. Reference numeral 350 (alignment indicium) is not found in the figures. It 
appears that reference numeral 310 is used in the figures for the alignment indicium. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 350. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 310.

7. The drawings are objected to because the reference numeral at the far right hand 
side of figure 4 cannot be made out. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action.

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The description of what is meant/intended by the term "clinch joint" is unclear and 
would not allow one skilled in the are to make and use the invention. 
The specification describes the clinch joint as releasable but then further states it 
can be a joint selected from a weld. It is unclear how a weld forms a releasable 
joint. Further, it appears from the prior art of record the term "clinch joint" relates 
to a permanent type of joint rather than a releasable joint. 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 3-5, 7, 11-13, 15,20-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The intended scope of the Markush groupings is unascertainable. 
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Terms such as 'Variations thereof render the claims indefinite because the 
claims include elements not actually disclosed thereby rendering the scope of the 
claims unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 1-24 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,115,603 to Blair. 

Blair provides overlapping V-shaped flashings having two press fit joints 43 and 
45, alignment indicium 42 and attachments holes 70. 

14. Claims 16 and 18-24 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,337,526 to Hartman. 

The embodiment of figure 5 provides a press fit type joint 1 50/1 60 which 
inherently releasable and hole 42. 

15. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection. 
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16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
